Friends of the Dairyman During ths 
Ripening Proeess. 

Bacteria are friends to .the butter 
maker through their assistance to him 
in ripening cream, says Professor W. 
EE. Ooun in The American Agricultur¬ 
ist. Ripened cream gives a larger 
amount of butter than cream not ripen¬ 
ed. It churns more easily and pro¬ 
duces better flavored butter. Butter 
made from sweet cream is quite flat to 
flavor' and aroma. A good flavor in 
butter will make a difference of 2 and 
8 cents per pound and sometimes more, 
and this flavor is developed simply as a 
result of the ripening. 

The cream is placed for ripening at a 
Farm temperature for 24 hours or 
more, during which period the bacteria 
have become very numerous and haye 
produced various chemical changes, 
giving rise to products of special taste 
and aroma: It makes a great differ¬ 
ence whether the cream at the outset is 
filled with one or another species of 
bacteria. One class produces flavors 
which give a high grade of butter, a 
second class does tt'ot affect the butter, 
while the third class results to unpleas¬ 
ant flavors, seriously injuring the qual¬ 
ity of the butter. The bacteria present 
In greatest number are those of the 
first class. The temperature of ripen¬ 
ing, not far from 60 degrees, favors the 
growth of this class, and the results 
are generally satisfactory. It is a 
common experience of butter makers, 
however, that they cannot make uni¬ 
formly good butter at all seasons of the 
year. Butter made in the winter is al¬ 
most always inferior to that made iu 
Tune. The difference to flavor is large¬ 
ly due to the ripening which occurs at 
this time due to the presence of differ¬ 
ent bacteria or bacteria growing in a 
different way. V 

To secure more uniform results the 
method has been adopted everywhere 
to put within the reach of the butter 
maker tbe means of Inoculating his 
cream with the proper bacteria. The 
material used for this purpose is called 
a ,starter and may be made by growing 
the right kind of a bacteria in sterilized 
milk or by simply taking a lot of milk 
from the cleanest dairy that can be 
found, keeping it in sterilized vessels 
and allowing it to sour naturally. Tbe 
practical results of the simple method 
last mentioned are very satisfactory 
and is the one mo8t generally adopted. 

There are two ways of using the 
starters. By one the cream is pasteur¬ 
ized—that is, the cream is heated to a 
temperature of 155 degrees for the pur¬ 
pose of destroying the bacteria already 
[present—and a starter is added after 
cooling. By the second method a start¬ 
er is added to the cream without pas¬ 
teurization. The butter made from un¬ 
pasteurized cream seems to be better. 
adapted to American taste than the 
pasteurized product, 9 , 


French and English Dairies, 

Nothing can look more inviting than 
the tubs of bright yellow Brittany but¬ 
ter, and there Is a glamour of romance 
about the green meadows and gray 
heaths of the Cotes du Nord and the 
Morblhan, says the London Saturday 
Review. But we do know something 
Of those Breton homesteads, of the 
cesspools whence the water is drawn 
for domestic and dairy use and of the 
filthy raiment that is seldom changed 
and of the hands thnt ai*e never wash¬ 
ed except of a Sunday or saint’s day. A 
deeper depth still is the unwholesome 
margarine, its substructure being ran¬ 
cid animal fat fermented to loathsome 
heaps, but scented with the sweetest 
fragrance of tbe meads and colored to 
reflect the seductive tints of’ meadow¬ 
sweet’ and buttercups. Contrast mod¬ 
ern English methods witli those abomi¬ 
nations which under the guise of legiti¬ 
mate trade- suggest the subtle atrocities 
Of the Borgias and the Briuvilliers. 
For they sow the seeds of fatal disease 
in many an Unsuspecting household 
and are answerable for Infanticide on 
i scale from which Herod would have 
Shrunk to dismay, 

Iu our dairies “the cool hand” which 
was the boast of the old world dairy- 
woman Is altogether out Of date. N ow ' 
tho hand never touches anything, and, 
as we are Informed at this year’s exhi¬ 
bition, even the skimming will soon bo 
fione by machinery. In the most sultry 
t)f summer weather the butter Is kept 
cool by being immediately transferred 
to ice in the refrigerator. It was said 
by those of old time that milk and 
cream were only to be enjoyed in per¬ 
fection in the country. The novels of 
last century toll how blase beaus of St, 
James’ refreshed their vitiated palates 
with the unadulterated dairy produce 
when they sought change of scene at‘ 
Tunbridge Wells or Epsom. Now the 
connoisseur cannot take much excep¬ 
tion to the cream and butter of the 
<iondon clUbs, and as he may be sure 
that the butter is all it seems there can 
be uo more conclusive sign of progress.

From boyhood the writer has 
always admired Burns’ poetry as 
he sings in simple Scottish lays, 
the lowly train in life’s sequester¬ 
ed scene; though somewhat idio¬ 
matic, there is nothing finer in 
the English language than some 
of his poetical effusions.

; | POULT RY POIN TERS. 

Tansy is a good remedy for lice. 
Throwing soft feed ofi the ground is 
poor economy. 

Fowls should not be killed when they 
have full crops. 

Make the nests so that the hen can 
walk in on them. 

White pin feathers are easier to remove 
than colored ones, blit they do not show 
so much when left in. 

. When the fowls are confined, give soft 
feed in the morning, green food at noon 
and whole grain at night. 

Do not keep the hens so fat that they 
will not exercise or forage. They will not 
lay so well, nor be so healthy. 

Young chickens of fancy breeding 
should not be permitted to roost on perch¬ 
es until they are 3 months old, as it often 
causes crooked breastbones. 

A quick maturing fowl is desirable for 
market apd also for home consumption, 
especially early in the spring. This should 
he remembered in selecting breeds. 

If young fowls are to be used for breed¬ 
ers, they should be selected from the ear¬ 
liest, hatched—those hatched in March or 
April—so that they be reasonably well 
matured. 

The poultry raiser, like the stock breed¬ 
er, Should breed from the best specimens 
—those that will give the most profit for 
theoutlay. Never sell the best, especially 
if seeking to improve the flock.—St. Louis 
Bcpublic.

Him* Prices Batter. 

Not many people would be willing to 
pay $3 or $4 a pound for putter if they 
lived whore fairly good putter was 
plenty at a much lower price. The 
editor of the Elgin Dairy Report tells 
of a gentleman visiting the Darlington 
creamery, which has or had a reputa¬ 
tion of selling its product at $1 a pound.. 
While there he saw a 20 pound pack¬ 
age put into a large refrigerator case 
and packed ar.ound with ice and ship¬ 
ped to New York city. There it would 
here-iced and sent by the steamer to 
an agent in London, who would again 
repack it in ice and send it to another 
party on the continent, who would see 
that it was sent to the consumer who 
had ordered it. The expense of freight 
and packing would scarcely be less 
than $2 or $4 per pound, besides the cost 
of $1 a pound at the creamery, Such 
butter is only produced by good cows, 
given good food and care, with also 
good care in regard to absolute cleanli¬ 
ness in stables, dairy room and utensils 
and purity of the air and water which 
comes in contact with it. Not every 
'one can make butter that will sell for 
50 cents or $1 a pound, but many 
could improve greatly on their product 
and on the price they obtain for it if 
they would take a little more pains in 
these respects, And when they do so 
we may see dairy butter regularly 
quoted as high or higher than that 
from the creamery.

Some Whistle, Some Sting:, Some Fur¬ 
nish Clotb and, Others Give Milk. 
The “whistling tree,” or acacia fistu¬ 
la, is found in Nubia and the Sudan. 
The Arabs call it “soffar,” or pipe, be¬ 
cause of the whistling sound that. It 
produces, and the specific name of “fis¬ 
tula,” a word also meaning pipe or 
flute, has been given it for the same 
reason. • Insects infest the tree and de- 
posit their eggs in its shoots. A gall¬ 
like excrescence about an- inch and a 
half in diameter is produced at the 
base of the shoots, and when the larvae 
have emerged from circular holes In 
the- sides of the shoots the holes, played 
upon by the wind, produce a whistling 
sound equal to that produced by a 
sweet toned flute. 

The “cow tree” is so called because it 
yields an abundant supply of milk. To 
obtain the milk deep incisions arqs 
made in the tree, from which the fluid 
flows into vessels placed ready to. re¬ 
ceive it. This vegetable milk is white, 
somewhat viscid and has an agreeable 
flavor, and an analysis'of it shows that 
It is very much like the milk of a cow 
in its composition. The cow tree 
grows on tbe slope of the mountain 
chain bordering on Venezuela. 

The “cloth tree” is found at Otaheite, 
in the south sea. The bark is taken off 
in long strips and put to soak over¬ 
night in running water. The soaking 
softens it, so that the Inner fiber may 
be easily separated from the rest of the 
bark.. The fibers are put together in 
lengths of about 11 or 12 yards, and the 
lengths are placed side by side until 
they are at least 12 inches in width, 
and two or three layers of fiber are put 
one upon another. The fibers adhere 
together in one piece, and the material 
thus formed is beaten upon a smooth 
piece of wood until it becomes as thin 
as muslin. It is then bleached in the 
air for a time, when it is ready to be 
made up a into clothing. 

The “stinging tree” of Queensland is 
pleasing to the eye,. but dangerous to 
the touch. Its effects are curious. It 
causes great pain to the person or ani¬ 
mal that, has the misfortune to get 
stung by it, but it leaves no wound, no 
mark of any kind. And for months 
afterward the part Stung is painful in 
rainy weather or when in any way it 
gets weft Frequently It is necessary to 
shoot horses and dogs that have been 
stung by the tree, so maddening are its 
effects upon them. 

The “angry tree” grows in Nevada, 
eastern California and Arizona. When 
in the least disturbed, this highly sen¬ 
sitive tree shows its anger by ruffling 
up its leaves and emitting a disagreea¬ 
ble odor. 

Can Ants Hear? 

Naturalists have generally accepted 
the opinion that ants are not able to 
perceive any sounds that arc audible 
to human ears. Professor Weld o£ tbe 
Iowa State university controverts this 
opinion.' He describes in Science care¬ 
ful experiments made by him with four 
species .of American ants, from which 
he deduces the conclusion that these 
species, at least, are able to perceive 
sounds, but whether they do it by 
means of organs of hearing or through 
the sense of touch being excited by at¬ 
mospheric vibrations lie Is unable to 
say with certainty* He inclines to the 
opinion that they do really hear, as 
some individuals showed n perception 
of the direction of the Sound, such as 
that of a shrill whistle, and others 
which were not disturbed when vio¬ 
lently shaken in their glass prisons 
seemed, to be “driven nearly frantic” 
by shrill sounds.
